MORE CHANNEL 5 PROBLEMS 
Latest news on the Channel 5 fron’ 
that the new field engineers (those that 
have been employed to ‘adjust’ TV 
receivers in certain areas of the county) 
have been issued with a new device 
which will cause more than a little 
bother for some people. 

In an effort to cut costs, the Channel 5 
people have come up with a switchable 
in-line filter, which they will fit to TVs 
where the owner's video recorder cannot 
‘easily’ be adjusted away from the 
frequency Channel 5 is using in the area. 
‘The problem is that the device has to be 
;witched over in order to watch the video 
and, at least in most cases, it means you 
will not be able to record C5 programs off 
air. 

To many who have no technical 
knowledge, this ‘fixer’ will be viewed as a 
marvellous gift from Channel 5. 
However, - it is hardly a practical fix I 
think you will agree and seems to me to 
be a shurking of the responsibility that 
Channel 5 undertook as part of its 
franchise - namely to adjust peoples 
equipment to work with the new station.

Now to another SHORT SPOT regular, 
Roy Burford of Norton, Stourbridge. A 
few comments from him, first. As usual, 
Wase has got it wrong. The programs I 
mentioned for the Commodore 64 were 
originally Spectrum programs, but were 
modified by Roy for the C64. So he hasn't 


another source of supply; moreover he's 
even more prolific than I'd imagined. 
Wase is (as usual) covered in confusion. 

Next, Roy commends Miles Kinloch’s 
excellent space-saving notes, but men- 
tions that during typing in his Spectrum 
‘Solitaire’ program, he finds problems 
because it is translating USR as UDG 
and INK as PEN and putting in extra 
numbers after PEN, like PEN 16. Bjorn 
Nyberg, too, writes similarly: his Line 
8910 has somehow transmogrified itself 
from INK 9 to PEN 17. Damn. We still 
have a problem. 

‘The mechanics of putting this together 
are complicated, as you might well guess. 
Bob puts FORMAT together as pages in 
‘Ami-Pro’ on a PC-compatible. I keep a 
copy of Ami-Pro solely for typing SHORT 
SPOT. When it comes to the programs, I 
leave a blank bit with some stars and the 
name of the SAM or Spectrum program, 
and after I've formatted a disc on SAM, 
copy SAM and Spectrum programs alike 
onto this disc; I then make a further 
copy. So a copy of the text is filed on a 
PC-compatible disc, while a different 
SAM-dise has the programs, all in the 
SHORT SPOT disc filing box in 
Bishampton, while two discs, one a SAM 
disc and the other a PC-compatible 
Ami-Pro file are winging their way to 
Gloucester. 

‘There, Bob loads the Ami-Pro file into 
his PC-compatible, and the program files 
into SAM. An Andy Wright conversion 
program converts any of the Spectrum 
programs into SAM format. PC-suite 
(from SD Software) then converts the 
SAM programs to text before changing 
them all to PC format, and the programs 
are cut and formatted to fit into the 
Ami-Pro text. So what is going wrong? 

‘Well, as you can see, I use MasterBasic 
on SAM to format my discs and collect all 
the programs together. You'll never 
guess, but there's a problem; if the first 


file is a Spectrum file, it won't be read 
correctly. So the first one is always saved 
as a dummy file. So it isn't that bug. 

As the programs are now all in SAM 
format, a special AmiPro macro is used 
on the Spectrum programs to change 
them back, as it were, to Spectrum 
programs. This should change PEN back 
to INK, remove the extra space at the 
start of each line (SAM has 5 spaces for 
the line-number against the Spectrum’s 
4) and a few other bits and bobs, We now 
think the macro has got itself sort of not 
quite right somewhere. Superficially, it 
looks OK, 80 it's one of these 
intermittent, subtle, jobs that is giving 
us grief. I'l report further when we've 
investigated some more. 

So now you know how it’s done, Please 
bear with us, we think we've debugged it 
this month! 

Next, I still have a bit from Roy with 
some rather nice snippets. Roy 
investigated the Spectrum pattern 
program in November's FORMAT; the 
bottom of page nine, and got interested. 
For instance, one of the things you can 
do is change the numbers in line 20, but 
all too easy for the machine code to 
stop with the error message ‘integer out 
of range’. So Roy, being Roy, wrote a 
small routine, ‘arcinvest? to get the 
computer to show what's happening. The 
part circle DRAW goes off the screen for 
some critical values of whole multiples. 
For example, 0 to 17 are OK, 18 not, and 
so-on, as one progresses. The first two 
values of the DRAW instruction are 
stated as representing the coordinates x 
and y of the end of the DRAW, but in fact 
add or substract to the PLOT 
coordinates, depending on the value of 
angle, the third figure in the instruction. 
‘It seems clear that these end values have 
a rapid rate of change at certain critical 
values of angle. It depends on the 
calculated radius of arc. Try a multiple of 


1.8, followed by A pattern is drawn 
when the angle is greater than twice pi, 
as it is in the ‘pattern’ program, and the 
author must have adjusted the values in 
line 20 to avoid the pattern going off the 
screen. Try it!!!

Many thanks Roy: I'm so grateful for 
all your contributions, as are other 
readers. SHORT SPOT would indeed be 
thin without them. 

While I remember, Roy was 
commending the excellent space and 
memory-saving notes by Miles Kinloch of 
Edinburgh, while reminding me that our 
macro was still playing up! Miles, you 
will recall, has invested much time and 
effort into finding obscure but very 
irritating bugs in Betados. He now 
writes to tell me that one can always 
discover one more bug if one looks hard 
enough, and he's found it. It must be a 
particularly resistant bug, well immune 
to the keating’s-powder-like effects of 
Miles’ recent enormous ‘Betafix’ to end 
all bugs forever program, but he’s found 
one! George Siougas of Greece wrote 
about it - he’s discovered it when using a 
PLUS D converted copy of ‘Art Studio’, 
and Miles mentions that he'd like to 
thank him for bringing it to his 
attention. Miles immediately sprang into 
action, and isolated a faulty Command 
Code, this time RST 8, DB 59, the 
instruction for finding a file. The 
problem will occur only when a disc has 
been formatted for an extended

directory, and only with programs that 
call the DOS from machine code. The 
command code executes the original 
G+DOS routine, but, since the latter is 
designed for a standard-size directory, a 
‘not found’ error results if the file is not 
among the first 80. Fortunately, Betados 
does incorporate a routine to circumvent 
this: it’s just that Andy Wright forgot to 
call it! The cure is therefore a simple 
matter of POKEing in the new address:-

done only after amending the code with 
November 1996's ‘Betafix’ by Miles, 
featured in that month's SHORT SPOT, 
the reason being that in the original 
Betados, the code in question would be at 
quite a different location, and a pretty 
mess would result!

‘The ‘curve’ drawn by the command 
DRAW x,y,z is simulated, as is usual, by 
a series of straight lines, but the number 
of lines is limited to 252, which is 
perfectly adequate for the usual sort of 
curve, subtending an arc of, say, up to 
960 degrees, i.e. a circle. But if z is very 
large, so that the true arc would be a 
large number of coincident circles, the 
straight lines that are drawn, which are 
chords of these true circles, become 
obvious, Matthew Westcott (see later) 
also makes rather similar comments. 

The program ‘kaleido’ extends ‘Wlido’ 
so that each random point is replicated 5 
times. The screen is divided into 6 
sectors, each sector containing the same 
pattern of points, with appropriate 
reversals, corresponding to reflections in 
two mirrors, one along the positive x-axis, 
and one extending from the origin at 60 
degrees to the x-axis. It is a SAM

Ettrick comments that the 
kaleidoscope had bits of coloured gl 
different shapes and sizes between its 
mirrors, and as you rotated the tube, 
they took up different positions, creating 
different patterns. It would be nice to 
simulate that: difficult though!

Ettrick took the easy way out, but 
Matthew Westcott of Chorley has (bless 
him) managed it on a Spectrum. As 
Matthew says, it’s rather slow, because it 
has to do loads of SIN and COS 
calculations, Again, he’s used a similar 
approach - a six sided kaleidoscope 
where polar coordinates ere defined with 
‘y the distance from the middle of the 
sereen and ‘a’ the angle. The functions 
are defined in line 10, and 20 converts 
these into normal coordinates. The six 
points it plots are, like Ettrick’s, angles 
a, 60-a, 60+, 120-a, 120+a, 240-a, 240+, 
and -a degrees. 

Matthew comments that altogether it 
took him about half an hour, of which 
quite half consisted of finding out that 
the Speccy does SIN and COS in radians 
instead of degrees! “Bet,” says Matthew, 
“You never thought kaleidoscopes could 
be so complicated!”

FREDing AROUND 


During one of my infrequent, but 
lengthy, calls with Bob that I'm sure a 
lot of the readers are familiar with, I 
happened to ask what the ‘FRED’ discs 
were for the SAM that I'd seen 
advertised from time to time. Apart from 
being told it was a monthly disc- 
magazine, all I got out of him was a 
lengthy list of names and descriptions 
which meant nothing to me. In the end, 
he promised to send me the most recent 
few issues in return for a short review in 
FORMAT in case anyone else had the 
same enquiry. 


Mere days later, three very slick 


looking discs popped through the 
letterbox, labelled issues 73, 74 and 75 
respectively. 


Issue 73 starts off with a slightly 
unusual editorial - the house-moving 
antics of the editor! However, things 
swiftly move to more relevent topics with 
news of no less than four new games. 
Each issue also seems to have the 
obligatory letters section, as well as a 
nice selection of screens to look at. 

Undoubtedly the star of issue 73 
though is a game called Escape. 
Apparently written using SCADS, it is a 
beautiful little game where you have to 
negotiate caverns shooting aliens and 
collecting crystals and other objects in 
order to escape - complete with hidden 
‘bonus’ sections and all, I'm eure I've 
paid real money for much worse games 
in the past! 

The next program was one of the

programming ‘demos’ that we used to 
hear so much about, although they 
looked nice and were accompanied by 
nice bouncy music, neither of the parts 
were stunning - until you realised that 
the two multi-coloured scrolling 
messages were actually in the border of 
the screen - where it is impossible to 
print anything! 

‘The next item, called ‘Triple Peaks’, is 
a version of the card game not dissimilar 
from versions of patience. Written in C, 
it has mouse, joystick and cursor support 
and everything is done by clicking on 
icons - very simple but somehow 
managing to get that balance between 
skill and luck that keeps you coming 
back for more. 

Given that it was FRED who released 
C, it's no surprise that even more 
programs are to be found that are 
compiled C (fortunately, the authors also 
usually contribute the source, to give us 
lesser educated a chance to learn!), and 
the next item is a series of fancy ‘demo’ 
type effects combined with a fast version 
of the popular ‘Life’ algorithm. 

Another thinking person's game comes 
in the next item, in the form of a simple 
memory game (also written in C) with 
varying difficulty levels - definitely not 
one for the morning after! 

I suppose it can only be expected to 
find a heavy bias towards FRED 
products on their own magazine, and 
there is also a section of ‘E-Tunes’ - 
musical numbers composed on E-Tracker 
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- like the screens section, unless you're a 
collector of such things, there is no 
practical use in these, but they are quite 
varied, and extremely well done, so it's 
easy to pass a good few minutes just 
listening to each composition. The 
interesting thing about this section, was 
the music player, which is in the form of 
a CD player (ie play, pause, eject buttons 
ete!) with a colourful backdrop, and all 
manner of things going on in the screen - 
I'm not sure how appropriate it all is, but 
I suppose it's better than just watching a 
blank screen while the music play: 

‘The one utility on the disc is a ‘palette 
sorter’ - apparently an aid to people 
converting screens between computers 
and having difficulties with the palettes. 
1 wouldn't imagine this is going to come 
in the top ten of many people's useful 
SAM utilities list, including mine, but 
those that do partake in such activities 
might find it invaluable. 

The next item was disapointing really - 
named ‘Fantasy Fred League’ it required 
a program which had appeared on a 
previous issue of Fred - which I obviously 
didn't have. Fantasy League is 
apparently a competition in the 
traditional style with readers buying 
‘teams’ of Fred contributors, and points 
being awarded for contributions, so the 
team with the most prolific contributors 
ends up top of the league (and wins some 
spectacular prize, no doubt). 

Next up, Modules is a collection of 
music ‘modules’ - pieces of music that 
have been composed on other computers 
(because the SAM currently doesn't have 
software powerful enough to do the job) 
but can be played back through SAM 
with impressive quality. Very 
impressive...although admittedly, limited 
use. 

Aside from a smattering of graphical 


adverts, the last item is ‘Fredex’ - an 
index of every item that has appeared on 
the FRED discs to date! Although not 
quite up to date, this is an exceptional 
idea - individual issues can be browsed to 
see their contents, or searches can be 
made for a particular game or utili 

And so we reach the end of FRED issue 
73, It has to be said that FRED is 
certainly not a disc version of FORMAT 
= the approach is much more light 
hearted and games oriented, but given 
that most of the programs are 
unprotected, they can prove a 
remarkable source of ideas for those 
willing to spend a little time and effort. 
It has to be said that for the asking price 
of £2, even if I had only liked one or two 
of the programs, it's still very good value 
for money. 

‘And onward and upward to FRED 74. 
It seems FRED took a one-month only 
change of format, which really screws up 
my chances of explaining this well, but 
some of the regular features made it 
through - the editorial contains the 
familiar ramblings of the editor, stories 
retold from the then-recent Leeds show, 
news, and for some bizarre reason, film 
reviews. The letters, screens, Fantasy 
League and Module sections also carried 
through to this issue, while additional 
articles by way of an interview and 
several more show reports from reader's 
perspectives - just in case we hadn't 
already realised what we'd missed out 
on! 

Issue 74 was apparently a break from 
the norm because they'd amassed several 
huge programs in terms of discs space, 
which if they'd used on a normal issue 
would have procluded several other 
regular items from appearing, so they 
put three big items on the issue, and 
sacrificed a lot of the smaller items. Not 
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a bad idea. 

Unfortunately, the first, and 
apparently the most impressive, program 
didn't work on my disc! A few phone calls 
later and it seems this was a common 
problem, but that the program was a 
demo with hundreds of screens and 
pieces of music, which should account for 
the 300K it took up on the dise! 

The next item, ‘Big Gunz’, is a nicely 
put together shoot-em-up game with a 
variety of options and plenty of blasting 
action that kept me occupied for a good 
hour or two - again, a program which 
could easily have made the budget 
shelves not so long ago. 

Again, a game, but ‘Epicentre’ is an 
adventure, which may be more of 
interest to fellow FORMAT readers. 
Apparently written using the SAM 
Adventure System, Epicentre is a 
text-only adventure which seems to be 
fairly extensive. Sadly, adventures not 
being my strong point, I was only able to 
explore the few dozen locations that are 
available without having to solve any 
puzzles. 

So, an unfortunate issue for FRED 
because of the problems with the main 
item, but not a total disaster. Bearing in 
mind that FRED is a monthly, it still 
provided an ample dosage of SAM news 
and general chatter, as well as two 
games which between them, should give 
the issue long term appeal to most 
people. 

But moving swiftly onto the last disc, 
FRED 75 - the Christmas issue - 
although aside from the occasional 
Christmas Wishes, this didn't seem to 
have influenced the issue much. 
Returning to it’s usual format, the disc's 
‘regulars’ included the editorial, letters, 
screens, music modules, ETracker music, 
adverts, and the  still-uninvestigated 


‘Fantasy Fred League’! 

‘The music modules that have been on 

all three discs are not exactly small 
items - each one can often take up over 
100K. However, the problem is that 
these modules are so complex - each 
having their own samples - that the 
program required to run them isn’t the 
sort of thing that can be squeezed onto 
every issue as well - but luck was on my 
side, issue 75 brought the latest version 
of the ‘Mod Player’. Apparently selling 
commercially prior to it’s inclusion on 
this issue, this version even has support 
for reading the modules straight from PC 
discs. 
Games continue to be the order of the 
day with an impressive four games this 
issue - none of which will have you 
taking days off work, but given that, 
each is great fun for at the very least 
fifteen minutes, we're talking severe 
value for money here. 

Resuming the light-hearted thread 
that FRED seems to thrive on, ‘The 
Useless Ones’ is a story the like of which 
T have never seen before! Written as a 
spoof of Star Trek, it follows the regular 
Fred staff and contributors through some 
highly amusing anecdotes. Very childish. 
But who cares - I loved it! 

And that leaves me with just two 
programs left on FRED 75 to mention. 
Masker is a utility which can be used 
from Basic or SAMPaint to create masks 
for graphies blocks - it lets you simply 
oad in your block, and it will output the 
masks in the correct format depending 
on whether you will be accessing them 
from Basic, C or machine code. 

The self-explanatory ‘Speccy Loader’ is 
a simple, but useful, utility to let you 
load and run Spectrum .SNA files. 
Apparently more effective than the old 
MGT one, it’s also considerably better 
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presented! 

FRED issue 75 is undoubtedly the best 
of the three - games galore for the time 
wasters, utilities galore for the techies, 
humour galore for the clowns, and plenty 
more other items for SAM users in 
general. 

Amongst the people I've spoken to 
about FRED, there were two main 
reasons cited among those who didn't 
subscribe to FRED : That it was a disc 
magazine, so wasn't as easy to read as, 
say, FORMAT and that it wasn't 
serious enough. Both points have some 
truth - but you have to decide whether 
800K of programs is a good enough 
trade-off for not being able to read the 
editorial in bed, and that whilst FRED 
does seem to be very light-hearted in 
general, it does cover the more serious 
issues as well. The problem possibly 


stems from FRED putting too much on 
each issue - they are not going to find 
many people who like everything on an 
issue, but in each issue, the vast 
majority of readers must find, at the very 
least, three or four items they do like. 

And to be honest, for £2 an issue, it 
seems a very good buy. It covers another 
angle completely from FORMAT, both in 
terms of it’s medium, and it’s style - but 
from now on, I'll be a dedicated 
FORMAT reader... 08 well as a 
dedicated FRED reader.

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SAM EMULATION 


A SAM Emulator capable of running 
the majority of SAM programs is now 
circulating freely on the Internet. It 
requires a Unix workstation to run, and 
has been tested on various platforms 
ranging from a humble 486 PC running 
Linux (free Unix) to the fast and 
expensive DEC Alpha workstations. It is 
working on five different Unix systems 
so far, and should be portable to most 
others. It was written using the freely 
distributable GCC (Gnu C) compiler, 
available on most 16 and 32 bit micros. 

You need a fast machine to run SAM 
programs at full speed - the author's 
486SX runs at only about a quarter of 
the speed of a real SAM (and costs 
several times more, of course). There are 
no plans (at the moment) to convert it for 
DOS or Windows, as modern PCs (and 
Amigas etc) are quite capable of running 
Unix and X Windows. 

Xcoupe is developed by student Allan 
Skillman, and currently only available 
via the Internet, You need SAM ROM 
images ‘to run it, the documentation 
explains how to transfer these from your 
SAM to the emulator. 

The alpha version I tested (v0.7) 
includes: 

Memory support for 612K and up to 

Mb external memory. 

Graphics modes 1 to 4. 

Line interrupts with palette changes,

This contains all the files you need to 
compile the program on a Unix system 
with Gnu (Free Software Foundation) 
utilities. You need GnuZIP to unpack the 
files, and GCC to compile them. 

It runs all these programs without 
problems: SAM-DOS, MasterDOS, 
DRIVER, The Lerm Assembler, Comet, 
‘The Batz and Ballz demo, Simon Cookes 
ZUB demo, SAM C, SAM Paint, Sphera, 
TurboMon. 

SAM Tetris, Lyra 3, KEDISK and 
FLASH also work, but not perfectly. 
There is still work to be done on support 
for mixed mode screens. The only 
program that crashes it completely, 80 
far, is SAM DICE. 

Xcoupe uses the X Windows system - 
the Unix windowing environment. It 
needs a system with a 256-colour 
display. It multi-tasks with other Unix 
processes and uses virtual memory, if 
necessary.

Dear Editor, 

‘There is a point of Basic programming 
that I do not believe has been fully 
discussed in FORMAT, and 1 welcome 
your views. 

When I have data to be used (and 
updated) I always store it as a data file 
on dise, such as "Lolly" DATA AQ. I 
notice that lots of programs (such as 
Carol's Money Manager) store data as 
variables, which means you have to boot 
1s ‘goto’ line number, and an injudicious 
poke at the F4 key (SAM) or a RUN 
command will lose all the data. 

I think that data file storage is much 
safer, and also allows separate programs 
to use the data, For example, I have a 
zeroize program I use once a year, which 
is entirely separate from the main 
program, and eliminates any danger of 
losing all data when using the main 
program. I always store data on three 
floppies due to SAMs tetchiness when 
dise handling. 

Another SAM quirk is that a READ 
command will try to read any load 
‘command for a data file, 60 DATA lin 
have to be put before any LOAD 
commands, but this is a minor penalty 
for what I think is a safer storage 
method.

‘True, few people seem to use DATA type 
files. They have their place, and for 
array type data they are of course ideal, 
although for many applications they are 
now as flexible as OPENtype files on 
disc. One problem with DATA type files

is that they are rather wasteful on space 
(both in memory and on disc) as the full 
array needs to be handled every time. 
(By the way, I don't understand your 
comment regarding SAM discs, always 
found things VERY reliable - we use 
SAM for our main membership database 
‘80 we do have daily experience.) 

Would someone like to do an article 
comparing the different methods of 
storing data - I'm sure lots of readers 
would be interested. 

I had not heard of the problem with 
READ, will look into it when I have a few 
spare moments.

In the October issue of FORMAT, 
West Coast Computers advertised the 
sale of reconditioned SAM Coupés at a 
very reasonable price. Having had my 
original SAM from way back, which was 
updated with extra RAM and disc drive 
when they became available. I felt it was 
only a matter of time before something 
packed up. The new purchase was 
therefore an insurance policy with its 
new ROM, keyboard and disc drive. 

I successfully checked everything was 
working OK with the new SAM and all 
my floppies loaded alright except one. 
This rogue disc refused to load, although 
it worked perfectly well on the older 
SAM. I kept getting a track fault coming 
up. 

I suppose this could be explained on a 
small discrepancy of tracking between 
the two drives, I wonder if any other 
readers have had any trouble when 
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changing over to the new disc drive.

Tracking is probably the problem, if 
the wayward disc is not a commercial 
game which is copy-protected, then try 
formatting a disc on your new machine 
and copying the files to it using your old 
machine, You may find this does the 
trick. 

As to ageing SAMs, well there are still 
hundreds of SAMs in daily use that came 
out in the first few weeks of production 
at MGT. Keyboards are the most 
common thing to ware out, but those are 
easy to replace with a new keyboard unit 
and they only cost £12.95 (UK incl p&p) 
so a new one will not break the bank. 
The only other thing to suffer from 
constant use is the disc drive, but once 
you change to the new style then any 
future replacement is easy and will only 
cost £20-£25, All in all, SAM has proved 
to be a wonderfully reliable machine 
with very low running costs. Ed.

A few comments on Martin 
Fitzpatrick’s ‘TALKING C’ (FORMAT 
Vol.10 N°3, November issue), 

Not all of the functions dealt with are 
in the ‘graphics’ library: the function 
getpixel is in the ‘misc’ library, a new 
library that was included in the updated 
SAM C Version 4.21. It ought to have 
been added to the graphics library and so 
should one or two others, such as the 
companion to getpixel, putpixel (a,b,c) 
which puts a pixel at the co-ordinates a,b 
using PEN c, but FRED didn't make a 
proper job of it. 

‘The function gety() does not ‘return the 
¥ co-ordinate...’ but returns 191-y; a 
mix-up with the upside down PC screen? 

‘The mise library includes circle, but 
this was already included in the graphics 
library of the original version, This can 
lead to trouble: if a program includes 
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both graphics and misc, then circle is 
unusable, If you try to use it, then 
compiling comes to a halt with the 
message ‘multiply-defined symbol’. Cure: 
delete circle from the mise library.

Surely it would not be impossible for 
West Coast Computers to access TV or 
monitor suppliers to find out which are 
compatible?

My personal recommendation is always 
towards a Scart TV. That way you get 
the best of both worlds, good clear 
picture and the use of the TV when 
needed, However, make sure it is full 
scart, some have only Composite Video 
connected and their picture quality is not 
nearly as good, 

In the end, if you want a true monitor, 

what you need is to go to a monitor 
expert and say “here is the signals from 
SAM, what should I buy to connect up to 
it?” As to assessing monitors, there are 
just too many and they are changing 
daily - the monitor market is so messy. 
We have to rely on readers 
recommendations as the best guide but 
even then the chance of another reader 
being able to buy the same monitor 
weeks later is not that high. You cannot 
expect West Coast or ourselves to keep a 
check on such a variable market - there 
just is not the resources to do it.
